BERLIN (A P )—The world Com ­ 
m unist m ovem ent is in trouble 
and its leaders are alarm ed. The

The alarm showed through Pre­ 
m ier K hrushchev’s m ajor speech 
W ednesday.

What frightens the Com munists? 
IJ is the prospect of polarizatimi 
of authority — two Communi.st 
seats of power instead of one, 
with the world m ovem ent ripped 
apart.

But while 
it rem ains so obvious, it dam ages 
the whole Communist m ovem ent. 
And Khrushchev seem s to be at 
a loss to determ ine just what to 
do about It.

Kennedy-Picked 
Unit In Last-Ditch 
Bid For Settlement 


NEW YORK (A P )—A board of 
labor relations ex perts appointed 
by President Kennedy goes into 
em ergency session here today in 
a last-ditch effort to settle the 
Atlantic 
and 
Gulf 
coasts dock 
strike. 


Kennedy said in appointing the 
board that the 26-day-old strike 
is “ doing intolerable injury to the 
national w elfare” and disrupting 
vital 
com m erce 
in 
the 
F ree 
World. 


Kennedy indicated that if the 
board’s efforts failed, he would 
ask (Tongress to force an end to 
the strike of 60,000 longshorem en 
that has crippled shipping in ports 
from M aine to Tex as. 
The head of the board, Sen. 
Wayne Morse, D-Ore., told new s­ 
men: 


“ I have never seen a labor case 
that could not be settled by good- 
faith 
negotiations 
between 
the 
party litigants.”

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Don’t Bet On Tax Reform 


The place to start thinking about tax 
reform on a national scale is an estimate 
by experts that federal income taxes could 
be dropjied to IO per cent or less if the 
revenue were collected across the board. 
The U.S. Treasury would have money run­ 
ning nut the window if it hadn't been 
forced into the practice of exemptions, ex­ 
ceptions. variable rates, special categories, 
deductions 
and special rules. 
Even' time it made a new category, the 
rnofjve was the same: Someone was taking 
out after the other fellow while drying to 
save the hide of some special favorite. 
This is why the odds stand high against 
lax reform—tax reduction yes, tax reform 
no Even’ reform is an affront to some pol­ 
icy or practice that has persisted because 
it punished or rewarded someone. 
When critics say the federal tax structure 
is tottering because it was piled up crazily 
in the first place, they mean taxes were 
put into effect bv politicians, not by reve­ 
nue experts. Any revenue expert who would 
approve a hodge-podge while the federal 
tax structure would be ordered to turn in 
his cupful of sharpened pencils and his 
adding machine. 
Congress will eye President Kennedy's 
proposals to cut taxes with favor; so will 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, AFL-CIO— 
everybody. Rut when the news leaks nut 
that Mr Kennedy wants tax reform to go 


with tax cuts there will be a roar of an­ 
guish from coast to coast and Canada to 
the Gulf. 


Tax reform means either the other guy 
is going to get what s coming to him, or 
you are going to get what you don't de­ 
serve. In either case. a great injustice is 
about In be done, either to you or to him. 
Don't bet on tax reform in 1963. And if tax 
cuts are tied lo reforms, don't bet on the 
cuts either.

He says that, while he 
holds no animosity toward Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, there are certain 
“ misconceptions” he wants to re­ 
fute — among them, the following: 


“ That I purposely lulled Presi­ 
dent Kennedy into the false im­ 
pression that U.S. Steel would not 
raise prices, and then raised them 


—which is absolutely contrary to 
the facts. 
“ That my personal call on the 
President to inform him of the 
price rise last April IO was a cal­ 
culated affront. Again, this is com­ 
pletely opposite to the truth. 
“ That U.S. Steel did not need a 
price rise — entirely untrue — 
and that our move had political 
overtones — equally untrue.” 
Mr. Blough says that the price 
increase would not have hurt and, 
indeed, would have helped the 
American economy.

James A 
Rhodes appeared on the grounds 
of the Columbus State School 
Wednesday night—at about the 
time personnel cuts were being 
reported for other Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Mental Hygiene and Cor­ 
rection facilities. 


Dayton State Hospital’s admin 
istrator, Dr. M. T. Faruki. con-1 
firmed that 70 employes at that 
institution were fired Wednesday 


under an order handed him by 
the department. Another 18 were 
lopped off the payroll at the Day­ 
ton Children’s Psychiatric Hospi­ 
tal, also state-operated.

A tea m o f a rchedt^ists fro m 
Pittsburg h left Wednesda y a fter 
po uring o v er a n ela bo ra te petro - 
gyp h co llectio n—wWdi they term- 
a “ rea l g o ld mine” —a t the Ea st 
liv eqwo i Histo rica l So ciety ’s Mu­ 
seum in Ca rneg ie Libra ry . 
TTie mission of the trio from 
the Carnegie Museum in B i 11 s- 
burgh is to determine the mean­ 
ing of figures ap p arently carv ed 
by a race of p rehistoric Indians 
up on rock s along the Ohio Riv er. 


BY COMPARING their v olumi­ 
nous notes and |:hotograp hs of the 
East Liv erp ool coUeotion, 
w i t h 
studies of p etroglyp hs found in 
Western Pennsylv ania and West 
Virginia, the archeologists hop e 
to trace their origins, later p re­ 
senting them for p ublication in 
historical journals. 
James L Swauger, assistant di­ 
rector of Carnegie Museum in 
Pittsburgh, sp ok e highly of the 
Ea.st Liv erp ool collection. 
“This is the best collection, most 
sensibly made, and best p reserv ed 
of any collection that I’v e 
e v e r 
seen,” he said. 


“ EXCEPT for the carv ings col­ 
lected from the Smiths Fwry site, 
the rest are p ractically unk nown; 
I nev er exp ected to find a col- 
lectiwi of this grade and quality.” 
Harold B. Barth, curator of the 
local museum, collected imp rints 
of the p rehistoric art in this area 
in 1908419 when the Ohio Riv er 
was at a low eW). Found on rock s 
along the .shorelines, the 
c a r v ­ 
ings are now hidden from v iew 
due to the raise in the stream 
created by a series of dams. 
Barth, 80, ased an unique meth­ 
od in collecting imp rints of the 
anaent carv ings while a youn g 
man o f 3,3. 
He directed the work of a large 
crew on exp editions along t h e 
riv er to uncov er the drawings 
from beneath layers of silt a n d 
stone. 


PRINTER’S ink and a liquid 
dryer were p oured into the out­ 
line of each figure carv ed on the 
rock s, and a strip of absorbent 
p ap er was then p laced on the out­ 
line to cap ture the drawing. 
The p ap er imp rints were then 
rolled and inserted in Iwig con­ 
tainers for storage. Barth said the 
collection was exp osed to the 
Pittsburgh researchers for t he 
first time in ov er 20 years.

A team of archeologists from 
Pittsburgh left Wednesday after 
pouring over an elaborate petro- 
gyph collection—which they term* 
a “ real gold mine”—at the East 
liverpool Historical Society’s Mu­ 
seum in Carnegie Library. 
The mission of the trio from 
the Carnegie Museum in P i t t s * 
burgh is to determine the mean­ 
ing of figures apparently carved 
by a race of prehistoric Indians 
upon rocks along the Ohio River. 


BY COMPARING their volumi­ 
nous notes and photographs of the 
East Liverpool collection, w i t h 
.studies of petroglyphs found in 
Western Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia, the archeologists hope 
to trace their origins, later pre­ 
senting them for publication in 
historical journals. 
Jam es L. Swauger, assistant di­ 
rector of Carnegie Museum in 
Pittsburgh, spoke highly of t h e 
E ast Liverpool collection. 
"This is the best collection, most 
sensibly made, and best preserved 
of any collection that I've e v e r 
seen,” he said. 


“EXCEPT for the carvings col­ 
lected from the Smiths Ferry site, 
the rest are practically unknown; 
I never expected to find a col­ 
lection of this grade and quality.” 
Harold B. Barth, curator of the 
local museum, collected imprints 
of the prehistoric art in this area 
in 1908-09 when the Ohio River 
was at a low ebb. Found on rocks 
along the shorelines, the c a r v ­ 
ings are now hidden from view 
due to the raise in the stream 
created by a series of dams. 
Rarth. 80, used an unique meth-l 
od in collecting imprints of the 
ancient carvings while a y o u n g 
man of 3,1. 
He directed the work of a large 
crew on expeditions along t h e 
river to uncover the drawings 
from beneath layers of silt a n d 
stone. 


PRINTER'S ink and a liquid 
dryer were poured into the out­ 
line of each figure carved on the 
rocks, and a strip of absorbent 
paper was then placed on the out­ 
line to rapture the drawing. 


The paper imprints were then 
rolled and inserted in long con­ 
tainers for storage. Barth said the 
collection 
was exposed to the 
Pittsburgh researchers for t h e 
first time in over 20 years. 
Swauger’s staff working on the 
project includes Mrs. Birgitta L.

“ WE LL SEARCH for a trend 
and try to break the code.”

Like a true scientist, Swauger

theories on the origin or mean­ 
ing of the figures. 


His staff refuses to speculate. 


I “ It’s too easy to merely say the 
drawings were made in s p a r e 
time of some prehistoric w arrior,” 
he added. 
Swauger has been engaged in 
the research study of pertroglyphs 
ir. the Upper Ohio Valley for two 
j years, recording the finds at all 
known sites and checking exist­ 
ing records.

Robin Roberts, who hit the end 
of the trail with the Philadelphia 
Phillies and then was dropped be­ 
fore he threw a pitch for the New 
Yorit Yankees, was named today 
as the athlete who made the 
greatest comeback of the year 
1962. 
Roberts, who found new life 
with the Baltimore Orioles and 
wound up second in earned run 
averages in the American League, 
edged another baseball veteran 
who sprang back from a bleak 
campaign, Stan Musial, in the an­ 
nual Associated Press poll. 
The Oklahoma football team, 
bouncing back to an Orange Bowl 
berth, took third spot. The San 
Francisco Giants, given up for 
dead before they battled back to 
win the National League pennant 
from the Los Angeles Dodgers in 
the last inning of the last playoff 
game, were voted fourth. 


The University of Southern Cali­ 
fornia Trojans, national football 
champions and leaders d a West 
Ck)ast gridiron comeback, got the 
fifth spot 
Roberts gained 114 first place 
votes and a total of 506 points, 
based on a 3-2-1 point count, in 
the voting by 292 sports writers 
and sportscasters throughout the 
nation. 
Musial was named at the top of 
90 ballots, and had 418 points. 
Oklahoma was the top choice of 
42 voters and got 368 points. The 
Giants and the Trojans had eight 
first place votes each, with San| 
Francisco edging the collegians 
by 76 to 56 points. 
Roberts, now 36, was sold to the 
Yankees after a dreadful 1-10 
campaign with the Phils in 1961. 
He had 20 wins for six straight 
years for Philadelphia. 
The Yankees let him go on May 
8 without letting him pitch a ball 
in a regular game. 


It looked like the end, but the 
Orioles signed him on May 21, 
and he was superb for them all 
year, although he finished with 
a 10-9 mark. Roberts pitched well 
almost every time out and his 2.78 
earned run average was second 
only to Detroits Hank Aguirre.

lon g at memoriid n g v td iole word s. 
They believ e he should learn 
earlier than he usually d oes how 
to attack a n ew word an d how 
to n ame it from tiie letters an d 
soun d s whid i make it iq>. 
But in d efen se of the word • 
method oi begin n in g read in g, we 
may say that it usually is more 
in terestin g to the child than the 
so-called alf^abetic or p h o n i c 
m ^ o d . Howev er, I hav e seen a 
few teachers makin g the latter 
in terestin g to child ren . 
But if paren ts were urged by 
the school to hav e the chUd in 
the earliest steps of read in g d rill 
at home on learn in g the letters 
an d their soun d s, this d rill could 
be d ead ly d ull. Besid es, the child 
an d his paren ts easily could d iv ert 
their atten tion from mean in g of 
word s an d combin ation of word s.

d oesn ’t ev en con cern his school.” 
I urged this mother to hav e 
him attad c n ot ov er three or four 
letters an ev en in g an d for n o t 
more than 15 min utes at a stretch 
an d also to d ev ise a v ariety of 
in terestin g ways to help him learn 
these letters. 
For example, after he has seen 
an d said the n ame of a letter sev ­ 
eral times, hav e him fin d this 
letter as often as he can on a 
prin ted page.

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Bringing Up A Family

Help First-Grader Study Alphabet 


A new kind of problem is ap­ 
pearing in letters I receive and 
it concerns helping the child early 
in the first grade to learn at home 
the names of 
letters of t h e 
alphabet, even 
of the sounds 
they 
ma k e . 
This may be a 
symptom of an 
i n c r e a s e of 
e a r l y form­ 
al teaching of 
the ABCs and 
phonics, 
even Dr. Garry Meyers 
when unrelated to words or their 
meaning. 
With the wide popular demand 
by parents for a shift from the 
look-and-say (or word) method of 
teaching reading, we might ex­ 
pect some teachers to go to the 


opposite extreme of teaching let­ 
ters and their sounds and build­ 
ing words from them with little 
or no emphasis on whole words 
or phrases and their meaning. 


I MYSELF have deplored the 
prevailing practice of having the 
child continue unduly long at 
learning 
to 
remember 
whole 
words and of keeping him so long 
from learning to attack new words 
from the letters and sounds mak­ 
ing up these words. 
Yet I have been saying that for 
a child to see and name a few 
whole words in the very early 
steps of reading can help him 
get the hang of reading. It can 
help him g r o w interested in 
meaning as he learns to read. 
It seems to me that a good 
point many parents have is that

the child is so often kept far too 
long at memorizing whole words. 
They believe he should learn 
earlier than he usually does how 
to attack a new won! and how 
to name it from the letters and 
sounds which make it up. 
But in defense of the word 
method of beginning reading, we 
may say that it usually is more 
interesting to the child than the 
so-called alphabetic or p h o n i c 
method. However, I have seen 
few teachers making the latter 
interesting to children. 
But if parents were urged by 
the school to have the child in 
the earliest steps of reading drill 
at home on learning the letters 
and their sounds, this drill could 
be deadly dull. Besides, the child 
and his parents easily could divert 
their attention from meaning of 
words and combination of words. 


WHAT CAN happen is told in 
the following description by an 
Ohio mother of her son early in 
the first grade: 
“I’ve sat with him to do his 
numbers, alphabet, etc., that they 
are supposed to do in the first 
grade and all the time he is talk 
ing about something else that 
doesn’t even concern his school.” 
I urged this mother to have 
him attack not over three or four 
letters an evening and for n o t 
more than 15 minutes at a stretch 
and also to devise a variety of 
interesting ways to help him learn 
these letters. 
For example, after he has seen 
and said the name of a letter sev­ 
eral times, have him find this 
letter as often as he can on a 
printed page.

New York’s 
Paper Strike 
Hits 41st Day 


NEW YORK (AP)—The stale­ 
mate between striking printers 
and the publishers of the city’s 
nine major dailies sent New 
York’s newspaper blackout into 
its 41st day today. 
A joint meeting of both sides 
Wednesday broke up when the 
printers’ negotiating team left for 
a caucus, whereupon the pub­ 
lishers’ 
representatives 
walked 
out. 
Amory H. Bradford, vice presi­ 
dent of the New York Times 
and chief negotiator for the Pub­ 
lishers Association of New York 
City said as he quit the meeting: 
“We are ready to resume meet­ 
ings when the union is ready to 
negotiate. We are always ready 
to meet at the call of the medi­ 
ators.” 
In a statement issued later, the 
Publishers Associaion expressed 
“determination to resolve the dis­ 
pute through the processes of col­ 
lective bargaining.” 
The publishers expressed hope 
that Secretary of Labor W. Wil­ 
lard Wirtz, Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller 
and 
Mayor 
Robert 
F. 
Wagner would intensify their ef­ 
forts for a settlement. 
Bertram A. Powers, head of 
3,000 striking members of Local 
6 of the AFL-CIO International 
Typographical Union, said the 
publishers’ walkout "defied the 
mediators, showed contempt for 
the union and a refusal to nego­ 
tiate.” 
Federal Mediator Stephen I. 
Schlossberg made no comment on 
the walkout, saying only that he 
would try to set up another joint 
meeting. 
In Cleveland, a strike of the 
AFLrCIO Newspaper Guild and 
the independent Teamsters Union 
sent the city’s newspaper black­ 
out into its 49th day today. Shut­ 
down are the Plain Dealer and 
the Press Ac News. 
Representatives of the Guild 
and management met for Vfa 
hours Wednesday night in joint 
and separate sessions. Both sides 
declined to discuss whether any 
progress was made. 
The Press Ac News called a 
meeting for today of more than 
IOO commercial department em­ 
ployes, who are non-union, to 
hear an invitation to join the 
Newspaper Guild. 
Union security is a main issue 
in the Guild dispute. 
The New York dispute, which 
has thrown about 20,000 em­ 
ployes out of work, centers about 
wages and fringe benefits in a 
new two-year contract
